H E romance and glamour of news-reporting hover around 
the intrepid reporter.

As recorded by Lyle C. Wilson, cable editor of the United 
Press, the richest undevelop ed country in the world today is th<* 
p rize for which the op p osing factions in Chin* are fighting. 
The op p osing factions are: South ‘China, rep resented by the 
'Nationalist leaders and soldiers of Canton. 
North China, rep r - 
sented by a loose coalition of the Marshal Chang Tso-Lin, ot Man­ 
churia, Sun Clfaun-Kang, of Kiang-&u, and Wu Pei-Fu, of the 
p rovince of Hup eh until the Cantonese drove him from it a few 
months ago. 
In almost all resp ects the Southern and N orthern 
Chinese differ p hysically, intellectually, linguistically and esp eci­ 
ally p olitically. 
A third factor in the troubles of China is the foreigner. 
When foreigners first p enetrated China, the Chinese of their own 
accord urged foreigners to accep t tracts of land a t various p orts, 
on seas and rivers, up on which to form their own communities 
p oliced by foreign p olice, administered by foreign adm inistrations, 
and subject to foreign laws. The Chinese did so because they did 
not care to mingle with foreigners, whose ways they did noi un­ 
derstand. 
The tracts or concessions were develop ed with foreign money 
and became valuable. 
Factories were built, bank s were founded, 
p ublic imp rovements were installed and millions of dollars wen 
invested. 
About 15 years ago there came the Chinese revolution 
and the founding of rep ublican government in China. 
The re 
p ublic did not function well in the beginning and it steadily be­ 
came less efficient. 
Military governors of various p rovinces usurp ed comp lete 
authority within their own borders, collected and k ep t 
t he t a x e s , 
imp osed new taxes arbitrarily and from time to time fought with 
neighboring military governments. 
The authority of the central 
government at Pek ing laded to nothing and is nil today. 
The Cantonese, through their sp ok esman, Eugene Chen, a» 
Hank ow, charge Britain with having embark ed on an imp erial 
istic p olicy in China and the p rincip al anti-foreign effort so far 
in the current trouble has been directed against Britain. 
The northern allies, 
Chang, Wu and Sun, are rep orted more 
amenable to foreigners’ 
suggestions. 
If is the nationalist p ur­ 
p ose to regain for China control p f the territory, concession., 
once, cheerfully given the foreigners. 
The Cantonese want to 
abrogate the extra-territoriality treaties which gave foreigners 
the right to govern themselves and to enjoy the jurisdiction of 
their own courts in China. The Cantonese want to negotiate new 
treaties which would recognize the indep endent sovereignty of 
China over every inch of tho so-called rep ublic. 
Then* are two foreign settlements in Shanghai, through which 
p ort |» asses 10 p er cent of the Chines» * trade. 
They are the inter­ 
national settlement, in 
« hicli live most of the foreigners, 
and 
the French settlement. The Chinese city lies 
up stream 
from 
both.

As recorded by Lyle C. Wilson, caille editor of the United I 
Press, the richest undeveloped country in the world today is the) 
prize for which the opposing factions‘in China are lighting. 
The opposing factions art;: South China, represented by the j 
’Nationalist leaders and soldiers of Canton/ North China, repre­ 
sented by a loose coalition of the Marshal Chang Tho-Lin, o f Man­ 
churia, Sun ClYUun-F‘aug, of Kiang-Su, and Wu Pei-Fu, of the 
province o f Hupeh until the Cantonese drove him from it a few 
months ago. 
In almost all respects the Southern and Northern 
Chinese differ physically, intellectually, linguistically and especi­ 
ally politically. 
A third factor in the troubles of China is the foreigner. 
When foreigners first penetrated China, the Chinese of their own 
accord urged foreigners to accept tracts of land at various ports, 
on seas and rivers, upon which to form their own communities 
policed by foreign police, administered by foreign administrations, 
and subject to foreign laws. 
The Chinese did so because they did 
not care to mingle with foreigners, whose ways they did not un­ 
derstand. 
The tracts or concessions were developed with foreign money 
and became valuable. 
Factories wert* built, hanks were; founded, 
public improvments were installed and millions of dollars were 
invested. 
About IO years ago there came the Chinese revolution 
and the founding of republican government in China. 
The re­ 
public did not function well in the beginning and it steadily be­ 
came less efficient. 
Military governors of various provinces usurped complete 
authority within their own borders, collected and kept the taxes, 
imposed new taxes arbitrarily and from time to lime fought with 
neighboring military governments. 
The authority of the central 
government at Peking faded to nothing and is nil today. 
The Cantonese, through their spokesman, Eugene Chen, at 
Hankow, charge Britain with having embarked on an imperial­ 
istic policy in China and the principal anti-foreign effort so far 
in the current trouble has been directed against Britain. 
The northern allies, ( ’hang, Wu and Sun, are reported more 
amenable to foreigners’ suggestions. 
It is the nationalist pur­ 
pose to regain for China control pf the territory, concessions, 
once, cheerfully given the foreigners. 
Tho Cantonese want lo 
abrogate the extra-territoriality treaties which gave f o reig ners 
the right to govern themselves and to enjoy the jurisdiction of 
their own courts in China. The Cantonese want to negotiate new 
treaties which would recognize the independent sovereignty of 
China over every inch of the so-called republic. 
There are two foreign settlements in Shanghai, through which 
port passes 40 per cent of the Chinese trade. 
They are the inter­ 
national settlement, in which live most of the foreigners, and 
the French settlement. 
The Chi nose city lies upstream from 
both.

living off from the small towns by pitting merchants one against 
the other to fight for trade by giving away a part of tile leg’ti- 
m ate profit necessary to continue iii business with good, depend­ 
able merchandise.” 
Trading stamps, discount slips and premium coupons of e\cry 
kind, says the Sentinel in conclusion, will be taboo aftej* the first 
of February.

Fete Days Dependent 
on Church Sun Dial 
In 1743 a meridian column was set 
in the old Church of St. Sulpiee, 
Paris, for determining the d ate on 
which E aster and other church fetes 
would fall. 
The column bears a long 
vertical m ark extending down Its cen­ 
te r; this mark is prolonged on the 
floor. 
Together these two lines de­ 
term ine a vertical plane in space, 
which if sufficiently produced would 
include the earth’s axis and through 
which the sun would pass at noontime 
as the earth rotated. 
In order to make this event visible 
a small slit was cut through the roof 
of the church In the same meridian 
plane. 
Through It the sunlight pene­ 
trated, slanting downward tow ard the 
line below’, and swept across It at 
noontime. 
As Easter approached, the 
sun’s altitude1 in the heavens increased 
until 
the 
spot 
of 
sunlight 
finally 
crossed tile line af. the marked point. 
Since the other fetes followed E aster 
by an arbitrary lapse of time, the old 
meridian column. Installed by Maurice 
tie Sully, determined them nil.— Scien­ 
tific American.

In 1743 a meridian column was set 
up in the old Church of St. Sulplce, 
Paris, for determining the date on 
which Easter and other church fetes 
would fall. 
The column bears a long 
vertical mark extending down its cen 
ter; this mark Is prolonged on the 
floor. 
Together these two lines de­ 
termine a 
vertical plane In 
space, 
which If sufficiently produced would 
include the earth's axis and through 
which the .sun would pass ut noontime 
as the earth rotated. 
In order to make this event visible 
a small slit was cut through the roof 
of the church in the same meridian 
plane. 
Through it the sunlight pene 
teated, slanting downward toward tile 
line below, and swept across It at 
noontime.
